With R. C. Norman, state tax com- 
missioner, moving for immediate col- 
lection of the state income tax, held 
valid Wednesday by the supreme 
court, and Governor L. G.. Hard- 
man advancing his plan for an ex- 
tra session of the state legislature 
despite the decision of the high judic- 
ial body, a new attack against th? 
Boykin income tax law loomed Wed- 
nesday night, this time in federal 
court. 

Albert Mayer, Atlanta attorney, 
corroborated reports that he had been 
at work npon a complaint against the 
income tax law based on federal 
grounds, and stated that he had ad- 
vised his client that there was ample 
cause upon which an action might be 
based. 

It is probable that a suit will be in- 
stituted within the next few days, it 
was said, Pending a definite de- 
cision, Mr. Mayer, who was not. at 
liberty to reveal the identity of his 
client, would not discuss details .of 
the proposed case. He said, however, 
that lack of uniformity would be one 
of the principal grounds. | 

Attorneys interested in the litiga- 
tion passed upon by the supreme 
court Wednesday said that they did 
not plan to prosecute the appeal of 
the cases further. 

The action of the supreme court 
Wednesday upholding the constitu- 
tionality of the Boykin bill swerved 
Governor Hardman from his inten- 


tion that day to issue his formal ¢all/ 


for the legislature to convene in ex- 
tra session. He announced from the 
executive office that the call would: be 
made at a later date, probably this 
week. 

“If the state were to get six mil- 
lion dollars,” he said, “it would not be 
enough to meet its needs. In view 
of the supreme court decision unani- 
mously making the income tax consti- 
tutional, the governor. delays his pro- 
lamation, which he had expected to 
give the people today, until he has 
had time to view the decision of the 
court, in order that he may have ad- 
vantage of their opinion in making 
his proclamation calling the legisla- 
. ture to convene May 1 at 10 o'clock.” 

The action of the supreme court will 
affect every man and woman in the 
state making more than $1,500 a year, 
if single, or $3,500, if married. The 
tax will be one-third of what the 
federal income tax would have been 
prior to the reduction made by Con- 
gress several months ago.

ANTI-DRY TACTICS 


Leader of Wet Organiza- 
tion on Stand at Senate 
Lobby Probe.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—()— 

Charging that the 18th amendment 
had made the government a “murderer 
and an invader of people’s rights,” 
Henry H. Curran, president of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, told the senate lobby 
committee today that his organization 
spent $427,213 last year in advocat- 
ing repeal of the dry law. 

Curran predicted that the prohibi- 
tion amendment would be repealed and 
asserted that three out of four per 
sons in the United States, as well as 
five states already were in revolt. 
Questioned about this phase of his tes 
timony, he added that he hoped there 
would be no armed revolution against 
the government as a result of the 
law. 

Speaking in a calm, even tone most 
of the time, except for a few brief en- 
counters with Chairman Caraway, the 
witness: testified that the purpose of 
the organization was repeal of the 
18th amendment in order to restore to 
the states “their former right to han- 
dle for themselves according to their 
own desires the control of the liquor 
traffic.” 

"The association, he added, proposed 
to bring about repeal by “assembling 
and distributing to the American peo- 
ple information of the workings of 
the amendment,” and “by supporting 
the candidacies of those who agree 
with the object of the association. — 

Questioned about the political activi- 
ties of the organization Curran said 
it had contributed $1,500 to the lib- 
eral Civic League of Massachusetts in 
behalf of the recent candidacy of a 
candidate in the western district of 
that state and that it now was advo- 
cating the election of three Pennsyl- 
vania officials. 

The Pennsylvanians, he- said, were 
Francis M. Bohlen, running for sen- 
ator; Thomas W. Phillips, a candi- 
date for governor, and Charles Dor- 
rance, running for lieutenant governor. 

Curran said any activity of his or 
ganization in the forthcoming senato- 
rial election in Illinois depended on 
the attitude of Representative Ruth 
Hanna McCorniick, dry republican, 
who is running against former Sena- 
tor James Hamilton Lewis, a wet 
democrat. : 

“Do you think she might change 
her mind?” Chairman Caraway asked.

Government May Ban 
Planned Combine of R. 
C. A., Westinghouse and 
General Electric.

panies with the Radio Corporation of 
America added another important in- 
dustrial merger today to the list un- 
der scrutiny. by the justice depart- 
ment, 

Promising an immediate searching 
inquiry, Attorney General Mitchell 


said the government was cognizant of 
the prospective new merger and had 
a keen interest in learning whether 
it would violate anti-trust Jaws. | 

Mitchell’s announcement was pre- 
ceded by a sharp attack on the “36,- 
000,000,000 radio trust” by the Radie 
Protective Association, which charged 
the justice department with negli- 
gence in not heretofore prosecuting the 
radio corporation as a monopoly in 
restraint of trade. 

“The newest reorganization of the 
radio trust,” the association said, “is 
a challenge to the justice department, 
to the federal radio commisison, and 
to congress.” 


“Radio Trust.” 


Demanding prosécution of the new 
merger, the association charged the 
“radio trust” is seeking to monopolize 
“every line of radio communications, 
broadcasting, manufacture, television 
and even the talking movies.” Similar 
views were expressed in the senate by 
Senator Dill, democrat, Mh ton, 
who chided thé departmént for © ailerre 
to prosecnte sooner. | 

or more than a year, the justice 
department’s anti-trust division under 
John Lord O’Brian has been investi- 
gating monopoly charges against the 
Radio Corporation of America. The 
case. was transmitted to the depart- 
ment by the federal trade commission 
which made a prolonged study but 
took no action. 

Radio has played a prominent part 
this winter at the capitol where the 
senate interstate commerce commit- 
tee heard numerous witnesses charge 
that a virtual monopoly under dom- 
ination of the General Electric is 
throttling competition in the indus- 
try. The senate is now considering a 
bill by Senator Couzens, republican, 
Michigan, to create a new power and 
radio commission with more drastic 
reguiafory power than now held. 


One of List. 


Investigation of the new radio mer- 
ger is only one of a list of recent gi- 
gantic new combinations in the world 
of business that have been subjected 
to the appraising eye of the federal 
government. Recently, suit was insti- 
tuted in St. Louis against the Vacuum 
Oil and Standard Oil of New York. 
Inquiry has been ordered into the 
Bethlehem Steel ‘Company-Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube merger. 

Soon after he took office Attorney 
General Mitchell outlined a vigorous 
policy of prosecuting oil combinations 
in restraint of trade. He also mod- 
ified the previous practice of the de- 
partment in the Coolidge adniinistra- 
tion of indorsing ts as legal 
prior to their consummation. 

Mitchell’s policy has been to ex- 
amine details of mergers at the re- 
quest of those concerned and, failing 
to find reason for prosecution, to ad- 
vise the concerns by letter that the 
department sees no cause for imme- 
diate prosecution. It was formerly 
the practice for the department to ad- 
vise whether it considered a merger 
legal, but Mitchell believed this com- 
mitted the government to. an _ unde- 
sirable extent. 

Merger Described. 

David Sarnoff, president of the 
Radio Corporation, issued a statement 
tonight describing the new merger in 
which he said his company has ar- 
ranged to handle the engineering and 
manufacturing facilities and plants of 
the General Electric and Westing- 
house companies used in making radio 
sets, tnbes and other equipment. In- 
creased efficiencies made possible by 
this arrangement will reduce the cost 
of radio sets to the public, Sarnoff 
predicted. ‘Sarnoff called on Presi- 
dent Hoover today, but he said the 
merger was not discussed. 

An increase in RCA common stock 
from 7,500,000 to 15,000,000 shares 
will be proposed to stockholders at the 
next annual meeting, Sarnoff said. 
Out of this new issue the Radio Cor- 
poration will give the General Elec- 
tric and Westinghouse companies an 
aggregate of 6,580,375 shares, of which 
General Electric will receive . three- 
fourths and Westinghouse two-fifths 
as compensation for their radio ‘n- 
terests sold the RCA. 

The mergéy, unless halted by gov- 
ernmental action under the antitrust 
laws, will bring under a single head 
three corporations whose relations 

ave been extremely close since es- 
tablishment of the Radio Corporation 
during war days. Both General Elec- 
tric and Westinghouse now have 
minority interests in RCA, and the 
threé have a cross licensing arrange-

It was estimated by Mr. Norman 
that from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 a 
year would be materialized from the

It is generally understood that the 
amount expected for the last quarter 
of 1929 will not be sufficient to cover 
the deficity of $2,040,000 announced 
by Governor Hardman last week as 
anticipated for 1930.

The filing of a new attack in fed- 
eral court, it was learned Wednesday 
night, will not mean necessarily the 
suspension of the operation of the 
law during the period of litigation.

7 Allegations Overruled... 


Seven allegations of unconstitution- 
ality were overruled by the supreme 
court in its decision. They were: 

1—The power to levy an income tax 
is inherent in the legislature, and does 
not require express constitutional au- 
thority. 

2—A tax on income is not a tax 
on property within the meaning of 
article 1, section 2, paragraph 1, of 
the constitution reading, “All taxa- 
tion shall be uniform upon the same 
class of subjects, and ad valorem on 
all property subject to be taxed.” 

3—The tax, not being a property 
tax, does not offend against the five 
mill constitutional limitation of ad 
valorem taxes. 

4—The act does not vest in con- 
gress and boards of the United States 
the legislative power of the state of 
Georgia. 

5—The act does not undertake to 
deprive the courts of the state of the 
power of construing its own laws, a3 
constitutionally provided. 

6—The act does not violate the con- 
stitutional clause which provides that 
a poll tax shall be levied for educa- 
tional purposes and shall not exceed 
$1 annually upou esch poll, the tax 
imposed being in nw sense a poll tax. 

7—The Georgia income tax law does 
not conflict with the clause of the 
United States constitution reading, 
“This constitution and the laws of the 
United States, which shall be made in 
persuance thereof, shall be the su- 
preme law of the land.” 

All, Allegations Rejected. 

Associate Justice Hines in a 
lengthy opinion discussed and reject- 
ed each of the allegations of uncon- 
stitutionality made against the law. 

Discussing the principal allegation 
against the law, that by the adoption 
of a Georgia tax rate one-third that of 
the federal government, it was a dele- 
gation to congress of the legislative 
powers of the state, he said. “The only 
color for this conterition is that the 
act provides for the levy and collec- 
tion of a state income tax: similar to 
‘that of the United States, adopts cer- 
tain existing features of the federal 
income tax in arriving at the net tax- 
able income of the Hyer ts under 
it, and makes, along with other excep- 
tions of its own, those allowed by the 
income tax of the federal goverfment. 

“This act does not delegate to con- 
gress and its instrumentalities the 
power to fix and determine rates of 
taxation, the exceptions therefrom, the | 
subjects thereof, and to promulgate 
rules and regulations touching the ad- 
ministrative features of the bill.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Establishment of a  fish-cul- 
tural station in Georgia at a cost of 
$35,000 for use in restocking fresh 
water streams of the state was au- 
thorized in a general fish hatchery 
bill passed by the lower house today. 
» The bill, sponsored by Representa- 
tive White, republican, of Maine, con- 
templates a number of such projeécts 
throughout the country, including one 
in Florida, Virginia and North Caro- 
lina. The latter station would be es- 
tablished as an experimental bass and 
trout hatchery in the Pisgah forest 
or the Great Smokey National Park 
at the same cost as that authorized 
for Georgia. 

The measure seeks to outline a new 
policy of the federal government with 
respect to fisheries, authorizing appro- 
pirations for inquiries into oyster cul- 
tivation and other mollusca.

Presbyterian Women 
Losing Vote for Pulpits 


PHILADELPHIA, April 16.—() 


Less than one-half of the presbyte- 
ries in the United States have up to 
date a vote on the overtures propos- 
ing to give women equal rights with 
men «in the government of the presby- 
terian church in the U. S.“A., it was 
announced Tuesday. 

There are 293 presbyteries and a 
total of 147 must vote “yes” on an 
overture to insure its adoption as a 
law of the church. Many of the Pres- 
byteries do not meet until late in 
April. The time limit expires with 
the meeting of the general assembly in 
Cincinnati, May 2. 

On overture A, which proposes to 
permit women to be ordained as min- 
isters and also as ruling elders, the 
official vote to date is, yes, 48; no, 66. 

Overture B, which proposes to per- 
mit women te be ordained as ruling 
elders but not as ministers, yes, 60; 
no. 46. 

Overture C, which proposes to ad- 
mit women to licensure as localevan- 
gelists, yes, 66; No. 59. 

These figures include only the ac- 
tions of presbyteries that have sent 
in their official votes to the offices

HARRISON, N. Y., April 16.—@) 
The women folk of this peaceful town 
are determined it shall not become 
another Gretna Green. 

Aroused by the increasing popular- 
ity of Harrison as a place for early 
morning marriages, the Harrison 
Woman's Club has adopted a resolu- 
tion calling upon the legislature to 
enact an amendment to the state mar- 
riage law providing for an adequate 
resident time limit. 

The women assert the town’s civic 
reputation has suffered by the influx 
of men and women seeking to be mar- 
ried hastily and at wnusyal hours. 
These early morming weddings, they 
declare, are disgracful, disrespectful to 
married life in general and an evil in- 
fluence upon the youth of,Harrison. 

The early morning marriage busi- 
ness shifted to Harrison some time ago 
when eloping and: other couples bent 
on hasty marriages found the town 
clerk and the community’s two jus- 
tices of the peace not adverse to being 
aroused at almost any hour of the 
night to perform a ceremony. 

For almost a decade Greenwich, 
Conn., was the popular Gretna Green 
but passage of a law requiring that 
five days must lapse between the is- 
suance of a license and marriage sent 
couples to Rye and Port Chester, N. 
Y. Apparently tiring of having .their 
rest disturbed, the authorities at Rye 
and Port Chester decreed that no more 
marriage licenses would be issued after 
midnight and the mantle of Gretna 
Green thus descended upon Harrison.

Month Arms Conference 
to Close. ee

LONDON, April 16.—Delegates_ of 

the five powers were officially sum- 
moned today to sign their naral agree- 
ment next Tuesday morning at St. 
James’ palace. 

The final plenary*session, marking 
the end of three months of negoti- 
ations, will begin at 10:30 a: m. on 
that day. The first part of the meet- 
ing will be devoted to statements by 
delegation chiefs and the second part 
to the actual signing of the treaty. 

All five powers will sign the pre- 
amble and general clauses. Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan 
will attach their signatures to a strict 
limitation agreement. France and | 


tinued efforts to solve their difficul- 
ties. 

It was believed that drafting of 
the treaty would be completed tomor- 
row, permitting the delegates to cable 
the text for home approval. 

The safeguarding clause, according 
to best information, permits Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan 
to increase their naval construction 
programs-if the security of any one 
of them is threatened by rival fleets. 

Could . Follow. 

Thus Britain, if she felt herself 
endangered by large French and Ital- 
ian fleets, would merely notify the 
United States and Japan she intended 
to construct such-and-such vessels 
above her agreement. She would then 
proceed to build, and the United 
States and Japan could follow suit. 

According to American gzources, 

Secretary of State Henry L. Stimson 
told the chief Japanese delegate that 
the United States had consented not 
to lay down the last three 8-‘nch cruis- 
ers allowed her until 1933, 1934 and 
1935, respectively, because it was im- 
practicable to lay them down sooner 
and that the same conditions existed 
with regard to the smaller cruisers. 
_ This development was regarded as 
important, because the Japanese 
wished to know whether the United 
States would build all the 180,000 
tons of 8-inch gun cruisers allowed 
her or would build only 150,000 tons 
and concentrate on the building of 
many more smaller cruisers.

ited States may build up to 189,000 
tons of 6-inch gun Cruisers if she lim- 
its herself to only 150,000 tons of 
8-inch sun cruisers. She can construct, 
in addition, 10 per cent more smaller 
cruisers by transferring an equal 
amount of tonnage from her destroyer 
allotment.

Great Britain’s awajted “white pa- 
per,” dealing with the conférence, was 
issued today.

Eight-inch gun cruisers: Britain, 
146,800 tons (15 ships); United 
States, 180,000 tons (18 ships); Ja- 
pan, 108,400 (12 ships). 

Six-inch gun cruisers: Britain, 
192,200 tons; United States, 143,500 
tons; Japan, 100,450. 

Destroyers: Britain, 150,000 tons; 
United States, 150,000 tons; Japan, 
105,500 tons. 

Submarines: Britain, 52,700 tons; 
United States, 52,700 tons; Japan, 


: 541,700 ~—sttons; 
United States, 526,200; Japan, 367,- 
050 tons. ~ 

(The United States has parity with 
Britain, the difference in tonnage be- 
ing made up by the American supe- 
riority in heavy cruisers.) 

Not More Than 15. 

The United States, if she decides to 
build up to 180,000 tons in heavy 
cruisers, undertakes to complete not 
more than 15 vessels of this type be- 
fore 1936, thus meeting in part Ja- 
pan’s demand for an increase of her 
auxiliary ship ratio from 60 to 70 
per cent with America and Britain. 

Complete agreement was reached by 
all five powers, the white paper said, 
not to lay down any of the replace- 
ment battleships of 35,000 tons which 
they were entitled to build under the 
Washington treaty. However, France 
and Italy reserve the right to build 
up to their battleship tonnage quotas 
under that treaty. 

The white paper ’said the quota of: 
150,000 tons of destroyers for Brit- 
ain must .be conditional upon an 
agreed destroyer and submarine 
strength of European powers, and 
further negotiations will be conducted 
on that subject.

A Curtiss Kingbird, newest product 
of the. Curtiss-Rohertson Airplane 
Manufacturing Company, of St. Isouis, 
and the first to be seen in this part 
of the country, arrived at Candler 
field late Wednesday afternoon, pilot- 
ed by Joe F. Read and carrying 
Major William B. Robertson, presi- 
dent and general manager of the Cur- 
tiss-Robertson concern, and his secre- 
tary, Miss Charlotte Prough, as pas- 
sengers. The Kingbird came here 
from New Orleans, after visits to sev- 
eral other southern airports, and will 
leave for the north again in a day 
or so, reaching St. Louis hy way of 
Dayton, Ohio, and other points.

Today at Candler field, Doug Davis, 
who is sduthern. manager for the Cur- 
tiss-Wright Sales Corporation (of 
which Major Robertson is a vice presi- 
dent) will take charge of the ship and 
put it through its paces for a group 
of prospective purchasers and local 
aviation leaders who will be on hand. 
The ship, which was one of the in- 
teresting exhibits at the Detroit air 
show, is here on its initial sales dem- 
onstration tour. 


The Kingbird, a monoplane, which 
strongly resembles the huge Curtiss 
Condor around the nose and empen- 
nage, is powered with two J-6 Wright 
Whirlwind “sevens,” each of 225- 
horsepower, and has a_ rated high 
speed of 135 miles an hour and a 
cruising speed of around 115.

CHICAGO, April 16.—(4)—Large, 
hard-biting ants are important ad- 
juncts to first aid kits in equatorial 
South America, it was revealed today 
in a report received by the field 
musehm from Llewelyn Williams, lead- 
er of the Peruvian division of the 
Marshall Field botanical expedition 
to the Amazon. 

When a native suffers a gaping 
wound, some one simply sends for the 
nearest ants of a strong jawed variety, 
Mr. Williams reports. 

The ants are tricked into biting the 
two edges of the wound, thus draw- 
ing the edges together. Then the 
bodies are snipped off, leaving the 
heads with the jaws death-gripped un- 
til the wound is healed.
